The rat has been man's 


enemy since prehistoric times 
because each year it destroys 
millions of dollars worth of 
food, buildings and merchan- 
dise. 


Many seizures of grain and 


other foods by the Food and 
D r u g 
Administration are 


made because of contamina- 
tion by rodents. By gnawing 
electric cables rats may cause 
short circuiting and fires. 


In addition to this rats help 


to disseminate such dread 
scourges as bubonic plague, 
rat bite fever, dysentery and 
typhus. They breed several

is r e l a x e d and they will 
spread the word to members 
of their family by whatever 
means rats use to communi- 
cate interesting ideas. 


Rat bite fever is a bacterial 


infection that is found chief- 
ly but not exclusively in in- 
fants who live in rat-infested 
buildings. This fact attests to 
the audacity of these rodents. 
When this disease is diag- 
nosed, penicillin is the treat- 
ment usually given. 


Bubonic plague and typhus 


are t r a n s m i t t e d to man 
through intermediate 
hosts, 


the rat flea and the louse, 
respectively. 


Warfarin is an effective rat 


poison. It is an anticoagulant 
which in large doses causes 
internal bleeding. It has the 
advantage that it is odorless 
and tasteless but the bait to 
which it is added must be 
placed where it cannot be 
eaten by children or house- 
hold pets. Shoxin norbormide 
(Ratikate) is another rat poi- 
son that has the further ad- 
vantage that it is poisonous 
onlv to rats.

I the Star who doesn't know 
this ' editor's long-time warning 
that if state censorship and a 
dictator come to America they 
will be contrived by devious 
means w h i c h a Philadelphia 
lawyer will explain away as 
being perfectly legal.

the birth of a dictatorship. 


In some respects a military 


dictatorship is more forthright 
and honorable than the schem- 
ing politicians of a decadent and 
falling republic grabbing for 
power just before the crash. 


At least a military dictator

want foreigners to think they 
are ready for war. Take, for 
example, the curious goings-on 
outside my Nanking hotel. 


Early on a Sunday morning — 


and Sunday Is a rest day in Chi- 
na as in other countries — 
gangs of blue-clad girls were 
dragging in truckloads of earth 
from outside, and others were 
stamping it down on to a raised 
mound beyond some magnolia 
trees. I asked what all the girls 
were doing. 


"They are building an air raid 


shelter." 


I have seen some more air- 


raid shelters in China, but not 
many. The Nanking hotel one 
perplexes me still. Why build a 
shelter for the foreign guests of 
a tourist hotel? Why make such 
a show of it? Are 
foreigners 


supposed to believe that the 
Chinese expect war? And fur- 
ther, do the Chinese really fear 
war, or is the Central Commit- 
tee merely using the threat to 
boost morale after recent re- 
verses on the economic and dip- 
lomatic fronts?

Korea Issue 
Rises Again 
in Viet Nam 


By JAMES MARLOW

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


State Department says "there is 
no sanctuary" in the Viet Nam 
War. 


Does this mean that, if Red 


Chinese planes attack U. S. 
planes or forces in Viet Nam 
and then flee back to "sanctu- 
ary" in their homeland, Ameri- 
can planes will pursue them and 
bomb them in Red China? 


Maybe. 
But 
until 
this is 


spelled out further in words or 
deeds, what the State Depart- 
ment said will have to carry a 
question mark behind it. 


It is now one war and 15 years 


later than the Korean war in 
which the American policy was 
not to do any fighting in or over 
Red China even though the 
Chinese invaded Korea mas- 
sively under the label of "volun- 
teers." 


It was this policy which 


brought on the historic clash in 
1951 between President Harry S. 
Truman, who wanted to avoid 
direct war with Red China, and 
Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, who 


wanted to bomb it. Truman 
fired him finally. 


In a basic sense Truman's 


position was similar to Presi- 
dent Johnson's today. 


Truman was determined to 


resist North Korean Communist 
aggression against South Korea 
but if possible to limit the war 
to Korea since enlargement, 
through the involvement of Red 
China, might lead to World War 
m. 


Johnson has been determined 


to resist the aggression of the 
Viet Cong and the North Viet- 
namese 
Communists 
against 


South Viet Nam while trying to 
limit the war to Viet Nam and 
hoping to avoid tangling with 
Red China. 


In Truman's case the "sanc- 


tuary" of Red 
China 
was 


preserved and later a truce 
achieved, even though the Red 
Chinese were up to their necks 
in Korea. 


For the past 10 days the air 


war over North Viet Nam has 
been expanding dramatically, 
with U.S. fighter planes in a 
series of dogfights with Soviet- 
designed MIG21s. 


Robert J. McCloskey, the 


State Department press officer, 
.was asked Tuesday if the Red 
fclanes had come into North Viet 
Nam from Chinese bases. He 
said "we have no information 
which would lead to such a con- 
clusion." 


But, explaining that he was 


repeating a position stated by 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk in 
the past, McCloskey said about 
the possibility the MIGs came 
from Red China: "There is no 
sanctuary" in the Viet N a m 
war.
